very story has a beginning and this 
one takes us back 10 years ago to when 
Vlasdimil, along with his partner Jean-Luc 
and twin brother Vladimir, first visited the 
region of Plevenon as tourists to admire 
the coastline of Frehel in Brittany, France. It 
was just by chance that they happened to pass a local estate 
agents and spotted a sign for this stone house built in 1927* It 
wasn’t a matter of falling in love with the house straight away, 
rather it was the location that was the biggest draw with its 
undisturbed natural surroundings. So, it was after two years 
living there that they made the decision to renovate and extend 
the house with a picture of a cabin in the woods in their minds. 

‘We didn’t want to expand or build in the old fashioned way, 
with the same look and material. We did the opposite, in fact, by 
adding a 30 square metre glass cube supported by steel beams 
to the existing stone construction,’ Jean-Luc explains. ‘This 
way, we invited the surrounding wild nature into the house’. 

The finished house is 200 square metres in size covering two 
floors with two bathrooms, four bedrooms and a large, open 
kitchen and living space where the panoramic view across the 


forest is a breathtaking talking point. It certainly gives 
the notion of ‘living in the woods’ a whole new meaning. 

Turning their focus to the interior scheme they all agreed 
that they ‘wanted subtle colours that wouldn’t distract attention 
from the outside. So the matte black Vipp kitchen was ideal.’ The 
freestanding island module stands at one end of the spacious 
open-plan room providing storage space and an area to prepare 
and cook food with a built-in sink, tap and induction hob. 

‘As an architect I enjoy using good quality materials, and 
so I couldn’t resist the 4mm stainless steel tabletop which can 
handle hot pots and pans,’ says Jean-Luc. Cooking at home 
is another passion of his, which leads to another draw of the 
Bretagne region - it’s known as a mecca for fine seafood. He 
often buys fresh fish in a local village and prepares delicious 
meals that all the family can enjoy at the table of an evening. 

Transforming their open-plan ground floor into a 
contemporary kitchen, dining and entertaining area has given 
this family exactly what they wanted and needed. With a 
functional yet stylish kitchen and full-length glass windows, 
they can always enjoy the enviable views across their vast 
one hectare of surrounding land all year round.

How does the Vipp kitchen work in 
this family’s home? Not only does 
the kitchen work because of its 
functional details (the easy-to-clean 
tabletop, the sturdy and spacious 
drawers etc), it also completes the look 
the couple were going for, which is a 
mix of traditionalism and modernism. 
The kitchen is at once freestanding, due 
to it being raised on legs, while also 
industrial, with its sleek dark look and 
stainless steel materiaL. This balances 
the mix of old and comtemporary. 



Can you tell us about the 
ergonomics of this kitchen? The 

Vipp kitchen is designed and thought 
out down to the last detail. All serve a 
purpose and have a function. There are 
no design details getting in the way of 
using the kitchen for its original purpose. 
For example, the kitchen has drawer 
grips in powder-coated aluminium with 
a rubber profile on the inside for a firm 
grip, there is a pull-out spray on the tap 


for easy use and the kitchen is raised 
off the floor to make access for cleaning 
underneath. Furthermore, the height of 
the kitchen can be modified as it is 
placed on adjusting screws. 


Explain the idea behind the 4mm 
stainless steel worktop and its 
practicality. Our inspiration for the 
Vipp kitchen, and all of our products 
really, is taken from the professional 
market, where a kitchen is a tool and 
not decoration. When designing the 
kitchen, we asked ourselves ‘what 
would a chef value?’, and one of those 
things was a table top that can handle 
hot pots and pans. Furthermore, unlike 
granite and other surfaces, stainless 
steel is non-porous. That means you 
can lay out a raw chicken on a stainless 
steel counter and - as long as you 
clean it properly - not worry about 
contamination. That’s also the reason 
for why the materiaL is wideLy used 
in medical facilities.

RAINY DAY 

Even on the dullest of days Tim and Catherine’s new South 
West London kitchen extension is as bright as it is beautiFul

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igh ceilings, original 
Victorian features and the 
‘feeling of spaciousness’ were 
key attractions for Catherine 
and Tim Richardson when 
they first bought this pretty 
London terraced house in East Sheen 10 years ago. That, 
and the chance to move out from the city centre and have 
their own garden and front door, as well as space for their 
growing family of two boys (Ivan, six, and Jem, four), 

Lucy the cat and their ‘ancient’ Golden Retriever, Cassie. 

‘When we first moved in the kitchen was a reasonable 
size, but badly planned. It also had a dark slate floor 
which we hated because it never looked clean,’ says Tim. 
‘We had played around with it a bit, removing a breakfast 
bar, adding double doors and painting the units, but 
eventually decided to completely remodel the space.’ 

This revamp included removing an old extension 
from the back, which housed a WC and a utility room, 
and adding a side return extension. ‘Rather than go 
for maximum square footage, we put doors across the 
whole width of the kitchen which gave us the added 
benefit of gaining more garden. We also wanted to fit in a 
downstairs WC and laundry area as well as an island and 
dining space, so it took some clever design. The biggest 
decision was probably where to put the hob and oven.’ 

The couple had toyed with the idea of having a more 
traditional ‘country style’ kitchen but in the end decided 
they liked the contrast of modern with the period features 
of the rest of the house. ‘We are really happy we chose a 
predominantly white scheme because it looks clean and 
light, and allowed us to mix in other choices like the grey 
island and wooden doors above the sink,’ Tim says. 

The overall design of the space meant that they were 
left with one huge wall to decorate on one side of the 
kitchen. The pattern on the Farrow & Ball wallpaper 
that they went for echoes an old display cabinet that’s 
in the neighbouring TV room, which they chose to tie 
the rooms together. ‘We wanted to open the back of 
the kitchen up to the garden so the floor-to-ceiling doors 
were an obvious choice,’ says Tim. ‘It now means it’s 
always light here even on the dullest of days.’ CKBB

What were the initial ideas? 

The kitchen design was an 
integral part of the architectural 
planning right from the early 
stages. The addition of a side 
return extension both widened 
the existing space by around 2m 
and directly connected the front 
rooms of the house to the new 
kitchen-diner. We also needed 
to include a WC and a room for 
laundry within the overall plan. 

How did the architecture 
influence your design? 

The footprint was always going 
to be defined by the extents 
of planning, but we had the 
opportunity to ensure the 
internal partition walls and 
structural openings were placed- 
to work perfectly with the 
kitchen. The front half of the 
house would continue to have 
its original features, with 
Victorian floor tiles, firepLaces, 


and cornicing so we needed to 
add some features to soften 
the extension space. An 
important part of the design 
was to add a large rear opening 
to connect the kitchen/living 
space to the fairly limited but 
lovely walled garden space. 

Can you tell us about the 
style of cabinetry chosen? 

The couple wanted a clean, 
modern functional space, but 
also didn’t want the space to 
be too clinical. Practically it was 
always the best choice to go 
for an on-frame handleless 
kitchen to maximise cabinetry 
capacity and access. So the 
investment in oak veneer wall 
cabinets, Silestone worktops, 
brick tiles, wood floor, reclaimed 
wood table, and feature 
wallpaper allowed fora more 
characterful scheme, and with 
real future material value.

andra and Michael Johnson had no plans to leave their St Albans 
home, until an Edwardian property on one of the towns most 
sought-after roads came on the market, and they couldn’t resist. 

‘We had discussed how wed like to live in this area,’ says Sandra. 

‘This house was the ‘ugly duckling’ of the street, but it was also a great 
opportunity. We inherited a dark, old-fashioned kitchen, which we 
converted to a snug, with the adjoining extension giving us the big, 
bright entertaining space we lacked. We wanted to make more of our 
lovely back garden too, with bi-folding doors for easy access and natural light.’ 

The spacious, striking extension features plenty of glass to maximise light, and 
a high, vaulted ceiling that complements the elegant architecture. Michael and 
Sandra agreed on a Shaker-style painted kitchen, in keeping with the period setting. 

‘Classic looks suit the house,’ explains Sandra. ‘I loved the idea of using 
contrasting greys, with contemporary details to give it a modern edge. We wanted 
a big, sociable island, good storage and a dining area overlooking the garden.’ 

Taking inspiration from magazines and Pinterest, Sandra honed in on the newly 
launched 1909 furniture range, and designers Michael Pearcy and Victoria Hudson 
helped her bring her ideas together. Key to creating a harmonious result was the 
choice of bold components that could hold their own in the large space. 

‘The island and the fridge-freezer housing are both substantial items, and the 
cabinets are taller than standard, which offsets the high ceiling,’ explains Victoria. 

Having chosen their furniture relatively easily, Michael and Sandra found 
selecting work surfaces and flooring less straightforward. For warmth, Sandra 
suggested continuing the flooring from the adjoining snug, but was persuaded by 
her husband’s preference for practical, low-maintenance tiles. The pair considered 
numerous work surfaces, settling eventually on beautiful, white Carrara marble. 

‘It isn’t the most robust material, but nothing else gives the same drama,’ says 
Sandra. ‘It’s gained a few scratches, but we can accept that because we love it.’ 
Sandra and Michael now have a little boy, Zac, and their new kitchen is at the 
heart of family life. ‘Zac loves sitting up at the island with space to play. Having 
the garden so accessible is also fantastic,’ she says. ‘We can relax, cook and entertain 
all at the same time. In fact, we now spend most of our time in here.’ CKBB 
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LIGHT THE WAY 

A row of huge roof windows 
throws ample light into the 
functional, working area of the 
kitchen. The layout is simple and 
fuss-free, with an L-shaped run 
of wall units balancing the island 
and concealing the integrated 
dishwasher. The shiny nickel 
lights are a stand-out style 
detail. Due to the exceptional 
ceiling height, long lengths of 
heavy duty chain, strong enough 
to take the weight, were used

SWING LOW 

The high ceiling lends 
itself perfectly to the 
smart pendant lighting 
that is such a strong 
design feature of the 
kitchen.

1909 is a relatively new 
product - did that raise any 
issues? This was one of our 
first 1909 installations and there 
wasn’t as much product on 
display in our showroom as 
I’d have liked, but I was able to 
invite the couple to company 
headquarters in County 
Durham. The trip proved really 
helpful. Sandra could examine 
the different furniture and 
colour choices, and the displays 
sparked ideas for the designs 
we used around the range 
cooker and the fridge-freezer. 

Did the size of the space 
present a particular 


challenge to the design? 

Not of itself, but sourcing a 
suitable slab of marble for such 
a large island was a bit tricky. 
It’s a focal feature, so a really 
beautiful appearance and 
attractive natural markings 
were crucial and it took us a 
while to find the perfect piece. 

Marble is beautiful but 
delicate. How would you 
guide a client torn between 
looks and practicality? 

I’d never put someone off 
choosing marble because it can 
look amazing, but it’s essential 
to treat it carefully. You should 
always wipe up any spills 


immediately and protect it 
from anything sharp or hot. 

For around the same price, 
there are some good looking 
granite and quartz alternatives 
that would be more resilient. 


Were there any 
compromises in the design? 

Sandra and Michael requested 
a colour-matched ventilation 
grille for the front of the wine 
cooler, which we couldn’t 
provide. However, we fitted a 
plinth with a very neat cut-out 
which allows air flow but hides 
the unsightly grille without 
affecting performance. I think 
it worked as a great solution. 
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FADE TO GREY 

Above Smooth curves 
soften the finish of the 
cabinetry. Used on the 
island and base units, the 
dark Charcoal colour 
grounds the design, while 
the paLe Partridge Grey 
adds Light at eye level. 

Walls painted in 
contrasting PLummett 
and Blackened from 
Farrow & Ball build on the 
multi-tonalgrey scheme 

SNUG & COSY 
CONVERSION 

Right The low-ceilinged, 
original kitchen was 
converted to a cosy 
adjoining snug. Its dark

A redesigned the kitchen. Although the pine 

units were not my style, they were of good 
r quality and we couldn’t justify ripping them out 

immediately. When we finally decided to tackle the room, I was 
pleased we had waited - it had given us plenty of time to really 
think about what we wanted and also to see what our friends and 
neighbours had done in their own houses for the best results.’ 

Liz and husband Arran both work in media and have a six 
year old son, Jake. Fed up with the narrow, galley-style kitchen 
without enough space for a proper family dining area, they 
decided to extend and build out over the side return of their 
Victorian terraced house in South London. They also dropped 
the level of the floor by some 50cm to improve the ceiling height 
and make more of the surface area. ‘This created a much more 
spacious, open feel to the room, and also gave us direct access 
to the garden through the bi-fold doors,’ explains Liz. 

With the pine units finally disposed of, it was time to think 
about new furniture. ‘We went to see a couple of kitchen 
companies, but the standard white units on offer seemed to be 
the same everywhere,’ says Liz. Until, that is, they drove past 
the Laurence Pidgeon showroom and stopped to have a browse. 
‘We saw a long island with a stainless steel top and loved the 
way it was combined with matt white and gloss grey,’ she says. 

The combination of materials became the starting point for 
Liz and Arran’s kitchen, teamed with a gently rounded timber 
breakfast bar. ‘I like the texture and warmth of the wood, set 
against the clean and contemporary island,’ says Liz. 

‘The new layout has changed the way we live,’ she continues. 
‘It has made movement around the ground floor more fluid, 
and it works well when it’s just the three of us or with a crowd 
of friends. I liked the house before - but love it now.’

What was the starting point 
for your kitchen design? 

We wanted to maximise the 
sense of light and space in 
the new room with a simple, 
clean-lined design. Of course, 
the designs that look the most 
simple are often the most 
compLex to achieve. Here it was 
a case of working very carefully 
to fit in sufficient storage, prep 
surface and built-in appliances, 
while creating an immaculateLy 
streamlined finish. There are four 
sections, with everything in easy 
reach; a tall cupboard to conceal 
the boiler, a central storage unit, 
a tall run to house the fridge and 


sink zone, and an island to form 
the prep and breakfast area. 

Can you talk to us about the 
island? The brushed stainless 
steel top is contemporary and 
very practical, as it’s easy to 
wipe down after use. The 
flush-fitted gas hob and prep 
sink are welded in fora seamless 
finish, and both face out towards 
the dining area so that Liz and 
Arran can talk to friends at the 
dining table while they are 
cooking. The steelworks 
beautifully with the subtle 
Cashmere gloss base units, 
and the breakfast bar adds 


contrasting warmth. We cut the 
wood into an organic shape, 
which softens the potential 
severity of the steel top. 


And can you tell us about the 
extraction? We chose a ceiling 
mounted model, rather than a 
chimney hood, so that it didn’t 
obstruct the views of the garden 
or counteract the open feel of 
the room. Because a steel beam 
runs through the ceiLing at this 
point, it is mounted on bespoke 
boxing, which also has the 
advantage of making the 
extraction even more effective 
as it is closer to the hob.

itchen islands have come a long way in 
design over the last 30 years. The latest 
luxurious configurations work harder 
than ever before in terms of aesthetics 
and practicalities. A highly multi-functional 
part of the kitchen, a cleverly designed island 
can be a hub for storage, cooking, cleaning 
and preparation work, add invaluable worktop space and provide 
a place to entertain and dine. Top designers will agree that the 
most important thing to assess when choosing an island for your 
kitchen is the ergonomics and space. ‘It’s key to tailor the island 
to fit the kitchen footfall, rather than planning your kitchen around 
the island,’ says Gareth Atkin, director at kitchen manufacturer 
Landau Parapan. ‘Think about how much space you will have 
to walk around it, in particular when you have the drawers 
and doors open - on the island and its surrounding units too.’ 

The most stylish designs can include useful features such as a 
chopping board, hidden storage units, a spice rack and a secondary 
prep sink and hot water tap. Appliances such as a dishwasher, 
induction hob or wine chiller can also be incorporated. Statement 
lighting, rack for pots and pans or extractor fan above are also 
sophisticated additions. An integrated breakfast bar and stools or 
lower level built-in table with chairs add a sociable element to the 
island. This can also double as a desk area that is perfect for catching 
up on emails or keeping an eye on the children using it to do their 
homework while meals are being prepared. Charging surfaces and 
built-in plug ports add flexibility for tabletop TVs and computers.

Why include a kitchen island? 

A kitchen island along with a well- 
positioned larder can create a zone 
where ease of access between 
food storage, prepping and cooking 
areas can be achieved. Appliances 
such as cookers and dishwashers 
can also be incorporated into 
island units to maximise space. 

How can we get the best from 
cooking and entertaining in 
an open-plan kitchen? 

Today’s kitchens often feature 
islands of varying sizes and 
shapes, and in some cases more 
than one island. Each area within 
the island is designed with a 
specific function in mind so you can 
prepare, chop, wash and cook food, 
while talking to your family and 
friends. For example, the island 
can have a split Level, featuring 
a seating area on one side and a 
‘wet bar’ with boiling water tap 
and a wine cooler on the other. 

Which materials are popular? 

Using a variety of materials allows 


you to visually differentiate 
between the zones within an 
open-plan space - oak-topped 
islands add warmth and create 
atmosphere for dining areas, 
whereas brushed stainless steel 
and granite are more suitable for 
prepping food and give the kitchen 
a professional look.

How to 

PLAN YOUR ISLAND 

• Think carefully about the ergonomics of your 
island. ‘It’s a good idea to keep the ‘entertaining’ 
section slightly higher than the cooking and 
preparation area, and keep a safe distance from 
any hobs or hot taps when designing your kitchen,’ 
says Alex Main, director at The Main Company. 

‘An L-shape seating area will ensure stools are 
not in one long line so users don’t have to turn 
their heads awkwardly to chat to each other.’ 

• Use different surfaces on the island to suit the 
function. If your island is to be used for entertaining 
as well as cooking and washing, contrasting 
materials will help define ‘work’ from ‘play’ areas. 
‘Granites such as Silestone and Caesarstone and the 
more unusual Dekton and cool-to-the-touch Zinc are 
ideal surfaces for cooking areas within kitchen 
islands,’ continues Alex, ‘as is stainless steel. Timber 
can also be used for a chopping area in the main 
prep zone, while a softened textured wood is 
perfect for sectioning off the entertaining area.’ 

• Consider the functionality of the island. ‘A wet 
area can work well in an island, either as the main 
sink or a secondary one, but you’ll need to consider 
plumbing,’ says Graeme Smith, senior designer at 
1909 Kitchens. ‘Plan your electrics right and you 
can even add a cooking appliance, such as an 
induction hob, which is a great way for the chef 

to stay involved in what else is happening around 
a room while meals are being prepared’. 

• ‘Using the same colour throughout your kitchen 
creates a seamless extension to the units,’ says 
Gareth Atkin at Landau Parapan, ‘but choosing a 
contrasting colour or texture, such as high-gloss or 
exotic veneers with a stone or a wood worktop, can 
make a kitchen island the focal point. You can be 
smart with storage solutions by incorporating wine 
racks, an overhead saucepan rack or shelving. Great 
lighting will also make your island look very stylish.’

Craftsman Ted talks about his love 
for.natural materials and how he’s 
inspired by long walks in the woods

'You’ll find my workshop on the edge of our wood . 
It has been in my family for four generations’ 


How did your childhood and where 
you grew up influence your work? 

I grew up in a wooden house in an 
ancient oak forest in West Sussex. 

My dad was a wooden boat builder and 
my mum was a seamstress, often working 
with leather. These three things combined 
are the foundations of all of my work and 
I find that the more I draw on them, 
the more I enjoy my choice of craft. 

What did you study and how did this 
provide a good foundation for your 
work? After school I went on to study 
cabinet-making which gave me a solid 
understanding of woodwork and 
construction techniques. I then studied 
Interior Architecture in Oxford and with 
this degree I learnt to push the boundaries 
of design and the possibilities of materials. 


Can you describe your workplace and its 
location? My workshop is on the edge of 
our wood. It has been in my family for 
four generations and its light, draughty 
and exceptionally dusty. It’s an inspiring 
space and I feel honoured and uplifted 
every time I walk through the door. 


How does going out into the woodland 
and immersing yourself in the natural 
environment help inspire your work? 

Sometimes when I’m struggling with a 
design or a complicated detail, I’ll take 
a walk in the woods with my five year 
old Cocker Spaniel called Humphrey. It 
makes me feel grounded and gives me 
clarity. I believe this is because it connects 
me to my medium and I often think this 
is similar to a farmer surveying his fields. 


What makes wood such an interesting 
material to work with? I find it fascinating 
because it’s alive. Even when it has been 
felled, planked and dried it will still 
expand, contract and respond to its 
environment. This has a profound 
impact on how one works with wood 
as you can never control it and you just 
have to feel its reactions to your tools 
and understand the consequences. 


Where do you source your wood? 

All my wood is from Britain, and 
whenever possible the South Downs. 

We have some of the most highly 
prized hardwoods in the world including 
English oak, elm and walnut which 
are three of my favourite timbers. 


What makes sustainability such a hot 
topic and why is it so important? I can 

make a table from a tree that grew down

the road. This will have a positive 
impact on the environment, even after 
you include the power that goes in to 
producing it. It will then hopefully last 
longer than our lifetime, storing all the 
carbon that the tree absorbed inside. 
However, if you buy a table from an 
out-of-town retail park it’s probably made 
in a factory in China from a man-made 
material and shipped around the world. If 
you’re lucky you may use it for around five 
years, but then it’ll end up in a landfill. So, 
not only does this make it unsustainable 
to produce but it has no longevity. 


Do you have any favourite artists or 
architects and, if so, what is it you 
like about their work? I love the 
work of Peter Zumthor. He is a Swiss 
architect who makes very contemporary

buildings from natural materials. He 
trained as a cabinet-maker and then 
studied industrial design. This is very 
apparent from the quality of details 
that his buildings display. 


What is your favourite part of your job? 

The beginning and the end. I love picking 
timber for a job, reeding the wood and 
imagining what lies beneath the dusty 
surface. I love delivery day, there is 
nothing more satisfying than settling a 
piece of furniture into its new home. 


What do you hope your products 
bring to other people’s homes? 

Nature, craftsmanship and beauty. 


Can you tell us something about you 
or your work that we’d be surprised 
to know? Because I handpick every 
board for each item of furniture I can 
make sure I use every last inch of it. 
The result can be less than five per cent 
wastage compared to 25 per cent in 
industrial furniture production. 


What’s the best piece of advice you’ve 
ever been given? Work hard. 


What plans do you have for 2016? 

I’m pleased to announce that Heals 
will be our first stockist and we’ll be 
launching our lighting range as of 
spring/summer 2016. I’m also working 
on a new project called ‘Tree to Table’. 
It’s a celebration of British timber and 
craftsmanship and allows clients to 
chose any table size from a range of 
timbers, edge styles and leg frames 
resulting in completely unique dining

How have you persuaded your children 
to embrace a healthy diet? It has to be by 
example.

Has a healthy lifestyle bonded you as a 
family?

ithin a stones throw away from the picturesque 
coastline of Brittany in France, the owners of 
this extended stone house have created a private 
escape. It was the idyllic thought of walking into 
the middle of a forest to get to their home that 
drew Vlasdimil, along with his partner Jean-Luc 
and twin brother Vladimir, to this property. The house 
was showing its age in many ways so it needed renovating, 
however its location 30 metres above sea level and on the same road as a 
15th century fortress was enough to inspire them to take this project on.

Take the

Buying a bath, be it fitted or freestanding, is 
a big investment so make sure you get the 
style, size and design that’s right for you 
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ESSENTIAL baths 



e are still a nation of bath lovers and, really, there 
is nothing better than sinking into a warm tub 
brimming with bubbles. The only problem you’ll 
have these days is which design, style and size of bath 
to choose from, be it an elegant, freestanding roll-top 
or a neat, discreet, built-in model that fits snugly along 
one wall. You may want to choose a bath that co-ordinates with the rest of 
your bathroom suite or go for a daring, mix-and-match statement piece. 

‘When choosing a bath, consider your individual needs before making an 
investment,’ explains Sarah Harris, brand manager at Zucchetti.Kos. ‘If space 
is limited, it’s a good idea to have a bath/shower combination to increase 
practicality. Whereas if installing a bath in an en-suite for a couple to share, 
you may want to consider a double-ended bath or even one that can deliver 
the full spa experience with integrated body jets and chromotherapy features.’ 
A freestanding, vintage-style Bateau bath might be top of your wishlist but 
you will need lots of space to show it off, otherwise it can feel cramped and 
awkward. Sometimes, a built-in bath is far more practical and will look better 
because it’s the right choice; you can tile the panel to match the rest of the 
bathroom or increase the luxe factor by setting it in stone or marble 
(surrounds needs to be larger than the bath and will take up extra space). 

Whichever bath you plump for, it will be the largest item and, in terms 
of planning your bathroom layout, should always be positioned first. ‘If you’re 
going for a shower over a bath, then avoid the window wall where possible,’ 
suggests Jane Gilchriest, director of the Alternative Bathroom Company. 

‘In a long bathroom, it’s good to position it width-ways to shorten the room 
and give the space a squarer look. Freestanding baths need to have space 
around them which will govern how and where they can be installed.’ 

A standard sized bath is really designed for one. For two people or a more 
comfortable soak for one, aim for a minimum of 1800 x 800 mm. Don’t rely 
on dimensions quoted in a sales brochure, as what appears to be a large 
bath, on closer inspection, may simply turn out to be a standard size. Look 
closely at the internal dimensions and whether it has backrests, headrests 
or a very sculpted interior which can all take up precious room inside. 

‘It helps to lie in the empty bath in a showroom,’ says Chris Payne, senior 
designer at Ripples. ‘Make sure it fits - a bit like a new pair of shoes.’

• Unsightly plumbing is fully concealed by your 
choice of cladding which can range from luxurious 
dark timber to velvet-smooth marble, mother of 
pearl mosaics or even a mirrored panel. 

•Taps can be mounted on the wall for a neat, 
streamlined finish freeing up ledge space, while 
over-bath showers are spot on for smaller spaces. 

• Built-in baths come in a huge line up of shapes 
and sizes, everything from long, linear troughs big 
enough for two, deep, boxy plunge pools and 
spectacularly chic, sunken designs that create 
space by not crowding into eye-level vision. 

BUT DO REMEMBER... 

• Fitted baths often offer less of a wow factor 
in the bathroom so bear in mind that you might 
need to invest in a freestanding vanity basin 
as a showstopping centrepiece instead. 

• If something goes wrong with a fitted bath or 
you want to replace it with a new one, this will 
more than likely involve disruption to your decor 
including hacking off tiles or other panelling. 

• Built-in baths won’t offer the same wealth 
of coloured, bespoke exteriors, striking metallic 
finishes or detailing as its freestanding counterpart 
so you might need to invest more in your taps 
and brassware to make it stand out. 

• Fitted tubs tend to have more of a contemporary 
silhouette, so are perhaps not the best choice 

for the lover of the more vintage look.

ACRYLIC is Light, versatile and can be moulded into 
endless shapes and sizes. They’re cheaper as they 
can be mass produced; they also retain heat so bath 
water stays warm tor longer. Steer clear of ultra- 
cheap, flimsy designs that flex in the middle and 
aim for an 8mm thick acrylic. Look for good quality 
materials such as Lucite reinforced with fibreglass 
for extra strength and rigidity, or those with an 
extra-strong, stone resin interior (this gives the 
bath weight and has excellent thermal properties). 

STONE RESIN OR CAST STONE composite baths 
are pricier but more durable than acrylic and lighter 
than cast iron (some cast stone models are just a 
third of the weight of an equivalent cast iron tub); 
they also retain heat better. The stone-rich mix of 
resins and natural ground minerals (such as 
limestone or quartz) is poured into a single-skin 
mould and dimensions tend to be generous, with 
steeper sides. Try Iso-Enamel from The Albion 
Bath Company and Quarrycast from Victoria + Albert. 

ENAMELLED STEEL baths are light yet strong with 
slim-rimmed silhouettes offering more lying area 
inside. A thin layer of glazed enamel (around 3.5mm) 
is fused on to the steel surface to create a tough, 
glossy surface which is difficult to scratch or damage 
and keeps its shine and colour (hundreds of hues are 
available, including matt). It’s fully recyclable, 
hygienic and hard as glass. Try Bette and Kaldewei. 

CAST-IRON baths are strong, solid and stain- 
resistant but can be heavy - up to 200kg in some 
cases - so you need to consider how the bath will 
get on site and if floors need to be reinforced. 

Several layers of enamel are fused inside the bath 
for a glossy finish while the outside can be polished, 
primed ready for painting or clad with metals such 
as copper or brass. This style of bath tends to come 
in a traditional offering of vintage shapes such 
as roll-tops, slippers, Bateau and boat baths. 

STONE BATHS are bespoke, luxurious and expensive. 
The average stone bath from Lapicida costs around 
£25,000 and can peak at £lm for a rare rock crystal 
design. Stone baths weigh around 1,000kg - the 
lightest Lapicida offer is 350kg - so standard 
floors aren’t strong enough and would need 
reinforcement. All natural stone needs sealing 
and cleaning with a special detergent. 

WOOD BATHS are unique, tactile and earthy but 
are also now durable and resistant to water damage 
if treated with a good sealant. William Garvey’s 
laminated teak baths come in smooth, elliptical 
shapes, sleek rectangles and deep Japanese-style 
plunge pools. Look out for new materials in cork 
and larchwood for a style statement design.

BUT DO REMEMBER... 

• Freestanding baths generally have larger 
dimensions than standard inset models 
and will need to be installed in a bigger 
space. A huge tub shoehorned into a small 
room or corner will look and Feel cramped. 

• Experts recommend mapping out the area 
by laying down sheets oF newspaper to 
show the bath’s Footprint - so the bath Fits 
in, with plenty oF space to move around. 

• Plumbing is a consideration, as you will 
need water and waste pipes to run under 
the Floor and Floor-mounted taps. 

• Freestanding baths are not the best to 
have a shower with so pair with a separate 
shower enclosure or wet room.

What are the top trends for 
baths this year?

Am I limited to a built-in bath 
for my small bathroom? Not 

necessarily, but naturally they work 
better in smaller areas. There are 
small freestanding baths available 
for compact spaces; try the ios tub 
by Victoria + Albert or bath brand 
Hurlingham. Many fitted bath 
concepts are designed with handy 
storage solutions which is crucial 
for small, awkward rooms. 



What are the main planning 
and installation issues for both 
fitted and freestanding baths? 

For freestanding baths, ideally 
allow adequate space to freely 
walk around the bath for maximum 
design impact. You will also need to 
ensure the floor can accommodate 
the waste as the newest pipe will 
run vertically through the floor. 
Always choose a bath that respects 
the space it’s in. Fitted baths have 
historically always been installed 
in the corner of the room for ease 
of function and to benefit from 
having the shower option. However, 
the new trend is to work your 
fitted bath into surrounds of 
either glass or stone. 


Are there any issues with a 
freestanding bath mixer? Flow 
rates can be the biggest problem. 
While traditional bath mixers have 
larger supply pipes providing fast 
bath fill times, minimaLLy designed 
baths have seen manufacturers 
reducing pipe sizes. You may have to 
question yourself whether you are 
looking for design or functionality 
as one might be compromised. 

What materials are most 
hardwearing? Enamel steel and 
cast iron baths have an easy to clean 
surface, yet are easier to chip. 
Composite materials might be more 
expensive but come in many stylish 
finishes and are very hardwearing.

ooking for a new design for your 
bedroom? Sometimes the addition of 
a headboard can be just the five-star 
statement you need, turning a standard 
bed into a wow piece and your bed into 
a focal point around which the rest of 
the bedroom decor is decided. 

‘For the real luxury hotel feel, I’d 
suggest opting for a grand, oversized design or getting one 
specially made in an interesting shape or material,’ advises 
Chrissie Rucker MBE, founder of The White Company. 

In times gone by, headboards were there to keep out the 
draught, so tended to be in solid wood. Now that warmth is less 
of a consideration a headboard offers other practical benefits as 
well as looking good, such as keeping the mattress in place and 
providing back support for reclining while reading in bed. 

Upholstered headboards once had a rather dowdy image 
but the new generation that’s now leading the way is quite the 
reverse. From chic, hotel-style deep buttoned or winged looks, 
to modern, geometric padded squares, the over-stuffed look 
creates a luxurious, decadent feel, whereas curved tops can add 
a bit of country charm. If you regularly sit up, eat breakfast or 
watch TV in bed, an upholstered style will give you wonderful 
comfort and support and will probably be the style for you. 

As well as cotton and wool there are plenty of alternatives 
for upholstered styles, such as leather, velvet and suede. Bear in 
mind that leather headboards can be chilly so are best combined 
with extra pillows. This look can also create a bold colour accent 
and add texture with different weaves and fabrics. Bespoke 
models will give you freedom of choice and can help co-ordinate 
the bed head with other elements in the room. As a rough guide, 
a headboard for a king size bed will need around three metres 
of fabric. Make sure the material is suitable for upholstery and 
also be aware of the effect the headboard style will have on 
the fabric. Stripes or checks are best avoided with a deep 
buttoned headboard or the pattern will be distorted. 

If you prefer the look of solid wood or iron rails, a couple 
of large, square, firm pillows will add comfort. A wooden 
headboard is a good way to introduce warmth into your scheme 
and a slim wooden model is ideal for a minimalist scheme. 

Or you can go for a Scandinavian look with painted wood. 

‘There are many benefits in choosing a wooden headboard,’ 
says Emily Wynne- Jones, senior buyer at Lombok. ‘Not only do 
materials and construction ensure longevity but classic designs 
create a neutral pallet in which to offset existing bedroom 
furniture and styling and can easily be changed accordingly.’ 

Height is another consideration. Low headboards 
suit minimal rooms and are also practical where there is 
a low window, although if one of you is tall they can be 
uncomfortable; ideally it should be at least 125cm high. It’s all 
down to personal taste but as a guide the headboard should 
be around one third of the wall height. Extra tall headboards 
make a dramatic statement - although bear in mind the ceiling 
height if you don’t want it to dominate. Choosing a headboard 
that’s wider than the bed creates a sophisticated look and this 
style can also be used to incorporate features such as shelves or 
drawers. Dizzy with ideas? Read on to find out how to get the 
right look, and once you’ve decided, lie back and enjoy it. CKBB

Fast becoming one of Britain’s best known names 
in interiors, Will talks to us about the stylish 
influences that inform his Bright Bazaar blog 

INTERVIEW SUSAN SPRINGATE | PHOTOS ANDREW BOYD 


Will Taylor is a leading interiors blogger 
whose website, Bright Bazaar - founded 
in 2009 - has grown to be one of the 
world’s best known blogs for both colour 
ideas and inspiration for the home. Will is 
now also a stylist and creative consultant, 
as well as an author. His first design book, 
Bright Bazaar: Embracing Colour For 
Make-You-Smile Style was published in 
2014, and his second book Bright Bazaar: 
Dream Decor, will be out this May. 

Can you tell us about your new book? 

Dream Decor is about creating a cool, 
creative and comfortable home, no matter 
where you live. I believe its possible to 
style a space you love whether you are in 
a small city apartment or a huge country 
estate - its about using the fundamental 
decorating elements to your advantage 
and picking the styles that make you feel 
happy. It starts by going through those 
fundamental elements - colour, pattern, 
texture, furniture, lighting and 
accessories - before taking an in-depth 
look at different decorating styles via 
homes I styled across Europe and the U.S. 

Do you have a personal favourite 
destination style? The Mediterranean. 

Not just because blue is my favourite 
colour, but also for the tactility of the 
style such as flagstone floors, knotted 
wooden furniture and handmade ceramic 
accessories all set against a cool white 
base palette with flashes of intense blue. 
To me it evokes calm and comfort. 

Which country has had the most 
profound impact on your taste? 

Definitely Spain as their use of colour 
is wonderful. And those Moorish tiles! 

What are your favourite places to shop 
for interiors? I like to mix high and low. 

A gorgeous investment piece from The 
Conran Shop such as a table, pendant 
or lamp can sit brilliantly next to a 
couch from a cut-the-middleman style 
store such as Made.com, for example. 


Do you collect anything? Yes, handmade 
ceramics. A number of years ago I bought 
some beautiful pieces from an artist 
called Mia Blanche in Stockholm and 
we ended up becoming friends. I now 
see her each time I’m in the city. 

What would be your dream house? Calvin 
Kleins Miami beach house is incredible! 

Any tips on a simple makeover for 
spring? Try swapping out the rug under 
your sofa for a simple jute design. Take 
this as textural cue for the warmer days 
and layer in linen sack cushions to the 
sofa that feel tactile, cool and fresh. 

Can you give us some effective ways 
to invite colour into the bathroom? 

Ed say start by laying mint coloured 
glass tiles in the shower area and keep the 
rest of the space white for a subtle colour 
pop. If you have a freestanding bath you 
could paint the exterior of the tub in a 
statement colour to create a focal point. 
Also, hang a ‘floating’ mirror and place 
a coloured light strip behind it to create 
atmospheric light to your exact taste. 

And three updates or ideas for the 
kitchen? You can switch out drawer and 
cupboard pulls for new hardware. For 
example, a leather or brass design is very 
on-trend. Opting for freestanding units 
instead of built-ins will give your kitchen 
a relaxed feel. Or, you can open up some 
of the head-height cupboards to display 
tableware, or even your exotic ingredients 
with pretty packaging if you are a foodie. 

What were your influences growing up? 

I grew up in the countryside so Ive always 
had an affinity to the pastoral and rustic. 

Tell us a bit about your home? It’s a 
traditional pre-war walk up Brownstone 
apartment in New York City. Eve just 
moved in but Ell be sharing all the 
updates online on Twitter and also 
on brightbazaarblog.com.
